rial on the subject of the Mississippi levees 
and solicit aid in rebuilding them, In this 
memorial there are facts stated of such vast 
interest to the south west, that we publish 
them and ask that the readers of the AvA- 
LANCHE will remember them. In the repair- 
ing the old leyees on the Mississippi, and in 
erecting new ones, Tennessee, Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana are directly concerned, 
and all the valley of the Mississippi from St. 
Paul to Pittsburg. ‘‘The Yazoo basin in the 
State of Mississippi, presents a front on the 
Mississippi river of three hundred and fifty 
miles, and covers an area of four millions 
of acres of land, which at one time was 
protected by a continuous line of levees.’ 
This basin covers all the territory from the 
** hills”? to the Mississippi river, and includes 
the counties of Coahoma, part of Tunica, next 
to Memphis and Bolivar, Issaquena and 
Warren, of which Vicksburg is the county 
seat. The county of Coahoma instructed her 
representatives jin the Legislature not to favor 
the levee system, and since the war no board 
ofeLevee Commissioners has been reyived in 
that county, which, therefore, was not repre- 
sented by Messrs. DoNELSON and MERRI- 
WETHER. But hereafter we will enlarge on this 
subject, and for she present we wish to present 
the prominent features of the plan advocated 
by Messrs. DoNELSON and MERRIWETHER, 
This Yazoo basin produced in 1860 two 
hundred and twenty thousand bales of cotton, 
worth now twenty-two millions, or a sum 
adequate to buy all the National Banks 
from 8t. Paul to the Gulf of Mexico. 
The plan proposed contemplates the con- 
struction of a line from the northern border 
of Mississippi to the mouth of Yazoo river, 
(at Vicksburg) to be built ata safe distance 
from caving banks, strong enough to resist 
the flood, and broad enough to place a rail- 
road track on it—the total cost being thirteen 
millions and a half. We think this scheme 
the most magnificent public work ever pre- 
sented to the people of the Southwest. It 
would be difficult for a stranger to imagine, 
what a wonderful change would be effected 
by such a law. To one who has lived or 


flowed countries, it would be casy to fancy 
that land redeemed—productive as the banks 
ofthe Nile—unbroken as the prairies along the 
Illinois Central Railroad, and yielding 
agricultural — products, of an annual 
yalue of one hundred millions in gold, 
Can we look to Congress for aid? We think 
not. General GRANT ordered the Yazoo Pass 
levee to be cut, through which the flood 
poured over two hundred miles of territory, 
Would GRanr use his power or influence to 


have it repaired? Haus he any time to devote|. 


to suck enterprises? The General Govern- 
ment, if it favored the plan, might bring 
upon if the censure of such crazy, weak- 
minded Radical papers as the Cincinnati 
dimes, which (while it cays-that the North- 
west wants the sugar and cotton of these 
rich lands) calls ita swindle. ‘ Now, having 
impoverished themselves by treason, they 
ask us to submit to another swindle, in re- 
pairing for them the levees by which they 
will be erabled to get back all they have 
lost in so terribly injuring the whole country !”’ 
We are opposed to this scheme of asking aid 
from Congress, because we think. there is no 
possible chance of getting it, and_ if there 
_ Were, it would be wise and better to decline. 

We think the Com missioners could have done 
much more towards effecting the purpose of 
_ their appointment, if they had visited the 
Legislatures of Missouri, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
Why could not this system of levees be built 
by Tennessee, Mississippi and Arkansas? 
Why ask Congress to interfere? What con- 
stitutional power has Congress to appropriate 
money for such a purpose? We hope that 
outside of the appropriation of money for 
Surveys of the Mississippi river, Congress will 
let the valley of the Mississippi alone. The 
truth is, the general Government is less able 
to help than the State of Missiasippi, with all

STONEWALL JACHSON. 


Lecture by his Bosom Friend, Dr. Lacey. 


Dr. Lacey’s address at the Cumberland Church 
last night, on “‘the Life and Character of Stone- 
wall Jackson,” for the benefit of the Ladies’ Mis- 


\sionary Association, was attended by a large and 


intelligent audience. Dr. Lacey is eloquent, fluent 
andat the same time conversational in his style, 
He possesses easy delivery and a graceful manner, 
The speaker was introduced by Rev. Mr. With- 
erspoon, and began by saying that on the tenth 
day of last May five years ago the illustrious 


spirit of Stonewall Jackson left his wounded body 
and ascended to the bosom of his God. 
Those for whom he fought and who sympathise 
with himin cause have assigned him to a high 
position on the rolls of fame. There may now 
much of persue and prejudice among his ene- 
mies, which may serve to obscure his fame, The 
muse of history, howeyer, will vindicate his repu- 
tation and write with her own hand the name of 
Jackson among the first of her chosen heroes. 
It requires frequently the assiduous labor of a 
long life to obtain mucb distinction; some never 
obtain it; others do, and it is remarked in the char- 
acter of Jackson that in two years he reached the 
acme of fame, and received the plaudits due a great 
man. 
Greatness is achieyed in many ways; there is 
the greatness of intellect, the requirement of 
knowledge, from those who have gone before, and 
its consecration to the goodof mankind. Such are 
scholars. There is soundness ot judgment in the 
administration of offices of Government; .such is 
statesmanship. There is the gift of brilliancy of 
imagination, the perception and the love of 
the beautiful, by those who have sung while 
nations have eard entranced. Such are 
poets. And there ure those who in time of war, 
endowed with the faculty of wielding armies and 
rere. them to victory. Such is neralship. 
And there is still another species of greatness, a 
pure and elevated morality, a persevering recti- 
tude, and a fear of God—such is ehristianity, 
I did not claim, he said, for Jackson greatness 
in all these; he was not a statesman, not a scholar 
in the fullest sense of the word, he was not gifted 
with the geniusof idealty, but he was one of the 
great captains the world. He was a 
great and a good man. To those who admire 
with enthusiasm his military character, in whose 
heart burns the ambition to emulate his achieve- 
ments—though we would not have another ocva- 
sion arise similar to that in which he distinguished 
himself—he would say, be great; be as great as 
nd as good. Not allcan be as great, but 
all can imitate his goodness, In order that we ma 
fully appreciate the character of Jackson as it is 
presented to us, it is necessary that we should 
sketch those portions of his public and private life 
which have most redounded to his honor and dis- 
tinction. 
Thes r then traced from his remarkable 
childhood the life of his subject through his earlier 
manhood to the achievements which have indeli- 
bly inscribed his name upon the page of history. 
He followed him from the peacefyi hours of his
